Touted as, “the best live band 
in America,” by the New Haven 
Register, Roger Clyne & The 
Peacemakers are a self contained 
party on wheels. They own their 
own soon-to-be solar powered 
bus that they are loading up 
with their own Tequila (Mexican 
Moonshine), a pile of sombreros 
and a whole bunch of songs!

Sometimes people need a 
unification point or a place where 
they know they’re not alone to 
face certain challenges, a place like 
a cantina. 

“My music will often bring 
people to that cantina,” Clyne says. 

Singer-bassist Ethan Anderson 
says the sound of Seattle’s Massy 
Ferguson is Americana that leans 
more toward rock than country. 
Think Drive-By Truckers or some 
combination of Son Volt, The Hold 
Steady and Springsteen. Those are 
all influences, as is 1970s Southern 
rock and good-time classic rock 
bands like Thin Lizzy. 
new album Hard Water is their 
first for Spark & Shine Records. 

“I think our songs have a

From 2004-2007, Curren$y 
enjoyed a stint on Cash Money 
Records as part of Lil Wayne’s 
Young Money Entertainment 
before venturing out on his own, 
releasing a series of mixtapes and 
focusing on his Jet Life apparel 
and lifestyle brand.

In 2009, the effort paid off as 
Curren$y was picked to grace 
the cover of XXL’s “Top to 
Freshman” issue amongst the 
likes of B.O.B, Kid Cudi, Wale 
and others. Later that year, the 
now independent rapper released 
his debut album This Ain’t No 
Mixtape and the follow-up Jet 
Files through Amalgam Digital. 
In 2010, Curren$y released his 
Pilot Talk and Pilot Talk II 
albums. 

On February 1, 2011, Curren$y 
signed a label deal with Warner 
Bros. Records for his imprint 
Jet Life Recordings. The roster 
includes Trademark Da Skydiver, 
Young Roddy, Smoke DZA, Sir 
Michael Rocks (a.k.a. Mikey 
Rocks of The Cool Kids), Nesby 
Phips, MonstaBeatz, Street Wiz, 
DeeLow, Corner Boy P and Fiend.

TUAN oF THE BLIMP 


On Friday, May 25, the CCPA and University of Oregon Campus 
Radio 88.1 FM KWVA proudly welcome back The Blimp along with 
special guests My Autumn’s Done Come. Lucas Gunn of The Blimp will 


open the show with a solo set. 

The Blimp is paving their own path of psychedelic weirdness that 
has pepperings of The Fugs, Magic Band and John Bellows, all the way 
into free-jazzy romps. Band members are Lucas Gunn (lead vocals, 
guitar, etc.), Jesse Wood (guitar), Miranda Jenee (piano, tambourine, 
vocals, etc.), Brayden Allison-Hall (vocals, theremin, trumpet, maraccas, 
tambourine) and Erik Leland Vessey (drums). They return a year after 
hosting a EP Release Party here for Not Beer. 

“The Blimp are a few dudes and a chick from Eugene who supposedly 
named themselves after the Captain Beefheart track,” reports Jeff Ogiba 
(imustfindatlantis.blogspot). “The four tracks on this one-sided 12” 
clank and slam like bumbling dadaists warding off imminent mental 
breakdowns. The record features songs about boobs and beer and dead 
things, and The Blimp frantically try to stay focused enough to endure 
the tumultuous and brazen song path they lead each listener down.” 

Ferociously ripping thru any kind of perceived influences, the 
band creates a clatterist cacophony of sounds. Guitar flight, zigzag 
wanderings, warped sense shatterings, spoken/a cappella yearnings, 
theremin derangement and more sometimes combine, sometimes crash 
-- revealing to the listener a not hardly hidden pop sensibility. 

“There’s a high-volume Captain Beefheart-type exploration happening 
here,” writes Andrew Tonry for the Portland Mercury, “which is no 
surprise considering singer and guitarist Luke Gunn studied under the 
Magic Band’s Zoot Horn Rollo.

The event is a CD Release Concert for 
Salgado’s new full-length album, Soul Shot. 

Award-winning  vocalist/songwriter/harmonica 
icon Curtis Salgado sings and plays with soulful 
authority, never giving less than roo percent.

On Wednesday, May 9, Monqui 
Presents welcomes back Augustana 
with special guests Greylag. 

Augustana’s music is the 
heartland equivalent of Coldplay 
and Keane, with a touch of mid- 
’90s adult alternative throwback 
(think Counting Crows or the 
Wallflowers) also peppering the 
band’s rootsy, piano-based rock. 
Although based in California, the 
group formed in southern Illinois 
in 2002, while singer/keyboardist 
Dan Layus and guitarist Josiah 
Rosen were studying contemporary 
Christian 
College. 


music at Greenville 

The band’s original lineup 
released a pair of self-distributed 
CDs -- the full-length Midwest 
Skies and Sleepless Mondays and 
the EP Mayfield -- in 2003, but the 


conservative climate of Greenville 
College proved to be too confining 
for the band’s two cofounders. 
Choosing music over academia, 
Layus and Rosen left Greenville 
for Los Angeles in 2004, reforming 
the band with a new lineup 
that included keyboardist John 
Vincent, bassist Jared Palomar and 
drummer Justin South. 

Augustana signed with Epic 
Records in 2005 and released their 
major-label debut, All the Stars 
and Boulevards, that September. 
A slow starter, the album gradually 
rose to national attention on the 
strength of “Boston”, a heartfelt 
ballad that was featured on an 
episode of Scrubs in early 2006. 
To encourage this increase in 
Augustana’s popularity, a limited- 
edition reissue of the album (with 


extra songs and video content) was 
released in September 2006. By 
the following year, All the Stars 
and Boulevards had finally made 
its way into the Billboard Top 40 
-- a whopping 19 months after its 
initial release. 

Augustana returned in 2008 
with a new lineup (Josiah Rosen 
had been replaced by guitarist/ 
mandolin player Chris Sachtleben) 
and a new album, Can’t Love, 
Can’t Hurt. More rootsy than the 
band’s debut, Can’t Love, Can’t 
Hurt produced a pair of modestly 
successful singles and sold 400,000 
It also laid 
the foundation for Augustana, 
the band’s self-titled third album, 
which appeared in zorr and 


copies worldwide.
